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The request for reconsideration has been carefully considered; however, the 112, second paragraph and the art rejection are maintained. 
With respect to the 1 12, second paragraph, a method claim or process claim should be a series of active steps and claims 1 and 2 merely 
recite functional language to achieve desirable results but does not set forth any steps involved in the method process. See MPEP 
21 73.05 (q). The argument with respect to claim 1 is not persuasive. Claim one merely recites the "use of a hot fixed bed. ..containing 
material in a gas producer." USPN '123 discloses a fixed bed gasifier decomposes organic material to produces gases. Claim 1 does not 
recite how the coal/carbonaceous material is being charged and whether the charged is heated "internally or externally". 

With respect to claim 2, claim 2 merely recites the use of monvalent alkali metal (sodium and/or potassium) carbonates and USPN '398 
discloses the use of such components (Col. 2, lines 1 1-34). Claim 2 does not recite "naturally occurring boron-containing minerals" and 
the original disclosure does not describe such materials. 

Note, the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van 

It is also noted the cited "Marks Handbook" discloses the gas producer of prior art and Applicant's original disclosure on page 2, lines 14- 
30 also discloses known gas producer as admitted prior art and prior art admission can be used to reject the claimed invention. 
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
